Order, 1970. 

No. 4-ITC(PN)/71.—Attention of the importers is invited to Copper (Prohibition of 
use in the manufacture of Electrical Cables and Wires) Order, 1970 issued by the 
Ministry of Industrial Development and Internal Trade IDepartment of Internal Trade) 
Civil Supplies Organisation as published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary Part II, 
Section 3— Sub-Section (ii), dated the 26th December, 1970, which prohibits the use of 
electrolytic copper in the manufacture of electrical cables and wires except with the 
prior permission of the Central Government. 

2. In pursuance of the issue of the above Order, it has been decided that in the 
case of small scale industrial un ts engaged in the manufacture of electrical cables and 
wires (bare or insulated) as described in the schedule aimexed to the Electrical Cables 
and Wires Control Order, 1970 dated 26th December, 1970, the entitlement of the 
units lor electrolytic copper will, on request, be changed from ‘electrolytic copper’ to 
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"electrolytic grades of alumimuin’ without any change m the value of the entitlement. 
They will be allowed to import aluniinlum in the form of either aluminium wire bariv 
or Ingots, which can be converted to wire bars to meet their requirementa
